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Note: Any boundaries in counties that are adjacent to but not included in the Central or Southeast Regions that are
included in a proposed plan will not be adopted until comment is heard from the persons in those respective
counties. The countieswill be subject to any ripple effect, however, upon the tentative adoption of aregion's plans.

The plans will be adopted with the caveat that there will need to be minor adjustments as boundaries receive closer
scrutiny and additional checks are performed on the adopted plans. Any adopted plan will be subject to change as
the Commission moves around the state.

CENTRAL REGION
Choteau, Judith Basin, Fergus, and Petroleum Counties

OVERVIEW

There are 4 plans prepared for thisregion. Plans 100, 200, and 400 were prepared by Commission
gaff. Plan 300 was submitted by Commissioner Joe Lamson. For Plans 100, 200, and 400, the
Lewistown area can be seen asinterchangeable.  Also, Plan 200 Northcentra Region offers another
variation that may be substituted for the Lewistown digtrict. Plan 400 is the same as Plan 200 for the
Lewistown digtrict, but proposed digtrict 21 differsin the Southeast Region.

The digtrict numbersin Plan 300 Central Region and Southeast region are not consistent with the
numbers in Plan 300 Northcentral or Northeast Region. Preferences should be stated by region and
digrict for any plan. As soon as the Commission adopts the Northcentra and Northeast region, the
digrict numbering will be made consgtent.
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Pan 300 has 2 variations for the Fergus, Judith Basin, and Choteau Counties area- A and B. Plan 300
B splits Lewistown and joins it with the southeastern haf of Choteau County, northwestern Fergus
County and Judith Basin County. The rest of the proposed digtricts in the Petroleum County and
Southeast Region are the samefor A or B.

For countiesincluded in thisregion, dl plans split Fergus County for population reasons. Plan 300 aso
gplits Choteau County. Plan 300 splits Lewistown in Plan 300- B to provide a shorter house didtrict to
the east. The ripple effect on Choteau County will require it to be included in the Central Region and
adopted at alater date.

OVERVIEW

There are four plans prepared for thisregion. Plans 100, 200, and 400 were prepared by Commission
gaff. Plan 300 was submitted by Commissioner Joe Lamson. Plan 100 matches with Plan 100
Northcentral Region; and Plan 200 matches with Plan 200 Northcentral and Northeast Regions. Plan
400 matches with Plan 200 Northcentra and Plan 100 Northeast Regions. Any of the proposed Miles
City didricts are interchangeable in any plan.

All plans enhance the American Indian Voting Age percentages in what are current House Didtricts 5
and 6. Plans 300 and 400 use population from Powder River County to complete one of the mgority
Indian didtricts. All plans use Y dlowstone County to complete the other mgjority Indian district.  For
the purposes of this report, the categories of American Indiar/Alaska Native and American
Indian/Alaska Native and Other Race categories were combined as suggested by the Office of
Management and Budget and the Department of Justice and adopted as part of the Commission's
criteria. The American Indian/Alaska Native and Other Race categories exceeded 5% in one didtrict in
plans 100, 300, and 400, but did not exceed 6%.

For counties included in this region, dl plans split the counties of Richland, Rossbud, Custer, Big Horn,
and Y ellowstone for population reasons. Plans 100, 200, and 300 aso split Dawson County. Plans
100 and 300 split Treasure County two ways and Rosebud County three ways. Plan 300 aso splits
Powder River County two ways and Custer and Dawson County three ways. The Crow Reservation is



glit in al plans because of population reasons. The Northern Cheyenne Resarvation isintact in all
plans.

Proposed digtrict 27 contains Fallon, Carter, and Prairie Counties in their entirety and parts of

McCone, Dawson, Custer, and Powder River Counties. It contains a portion of McCone County (797
persons) including Circle and everything south of Highway 200 west to Brockton. Brockton isnot in
this didrict, but the boundary uses the county road south of Brockton. The Dawson County portion
(371 persons) includes everything south of Highway 200 that is west of 1-94 (not including any of
Glendive). Custer County portion (1823 persons) includes south of 1-94 and west of Highway 59.
South of Miles City it does not include the area east and north of Cemetary Road. See Plan 200 insets
of Glendive and Miles City for clarification. Powder River County (1070 persons) includes east of
Highway 59 including Broadus and some other census blocks not included in the Broadus census
designated place.

Proposed didtrict 28 includes Miles City. It includes dl of the city limits and the area south of the

Y dlowstone River between it and the city limits. It aso includes additiona areaeast of the city limitsto
Haynes and south of the city limits west to the Tongue River. The area south of 1-94 includes dl of the
city limits and the area north and east of Cemetary Road.

Proposed didtrict 29 includes portions of Custer, Rosebud Treasure, Big Horn, and Y dlowstone
Counties. The Custer County portion is south of 1-94 and west of Highway 59 (506 persons). The
Rosebud portion ( 5016 persons) isthe central third including Colstrip and Forsyth area (south of the
Y dlowstone River about 10 miles east of Forsyth and Forsyth). Treasure County south of [-94 is
included (155 persons). Big Horn County ( 706 persons) north of the Crow and Northern Cheyenne
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Resarvation linesis dso included, not including any of Hardin. Basicaly the Foster School Didtrict west
of 1-90 and east of 1-90 using aroad that runs parallel to Little Ninemile Creek.

Proposed digtrict 30 includes the northern third of Rosebud County (955 persons and not including
Forsyth), northern Treasure County (706 persons) , north of 1-94 including Hysham, Y dlowstone
County north of the Y ellowstone River and 1-94 west to Highway 87 (2978 persons). All of
Mussdshdl County isincluded in thisdidrict. (Thisdigtrict must be adopted with the Southcentrd
Region).

Proposed didtrict 31 includes dl of Golden Vdley, Whesatland, Sweet Grass, and Meagher Counties.
(Thisdigtrict cannot be adopted until either the Bozeman or Helena areas are considered.)

Proposed digtrict 32 includes portions of Powder River, Rosebud, and Big Horn Counties. In Powder
River County it includes the areawest of Highway 59, not including Broadus and some other census
blocks not included in the Broadus census designated place (788 persons). 1n Rosebud County (3412
persons) it includes the Northern Cheyenne Reservation and south. This digtrict includes Ashland,
Birney, Lame Deer, Muddy, Bushy, and a portion of Hardin. In Big Horn County it includes the
eagtern portion of the Crow Reservation including Wyola. The northern boundary isthe Crow
Reservation Boundary and the Northern Cheyenne Reservation boundary.

Proposed digtrict 33 includes the remainder of the Crow Reservation and a portion of Hardin in Big
Horn County including Lodge Grass, Crow Agency, St. Xavier and Pryor (7901 persons). It dso
includes the Crow Reservation portion of Y ellowstone County and an area north of that boundary that
includes south of the Y dlowstone River on the western county line, including much of the South School
Digtrict, south of the Hillcrest and Vandermeer Roads, and south of Blue Creek and Bender Roads
(699 persons).

Proposed didtrict 21 includes the remainder of Fergus County the western boundary is Armell's Creek
and following Precincts 16 and 1's boundaries south to Gilt Edge east of Lewistown. It aso includes
Petroleum, Garfield, McCone, and Mussdshdll Countiesin their entirety.

Proposed digtrict 25 includes most of Richland County, excluding the area south of Highway 200,
including Lambert and west of county road 336 and aloca government boundary.

Proposed digtrict 26 includes the Lambert area south of Highway 200 from Richland County (211
persons) with dl of Dawson County.

Proposed district 27 (same as Plan 200; see map for Plan 400 - Southeast Region - Miles City)
includes Miles City using the city limit boundaries north of Interstate 94 with the addition of asmall area
between the city limits and 1-94 east of Cemetary Road. South of the interstate includes al of the city
limits and east of Haynes.

Proposed digtrict 28 includes Wibaux, Prairie, Fdlon, and Carter Countiesin their entirety, and the
remainder of Custer County (2909 persons), excluding Miles City.

Proposed digtrict 29 includes the northern two-thirds of Rosebud County reuniting Forsyth and the
northern county with Colstrip (5975 persons). All of Treasure County isincluded and in Y ellowstone
County, Cugter, Bdlantine, and Worden are included (2472 persons). Thisis most of current HD 4,
excluding Huntley and the areaimmediately south.

Proposed didtrict 30 includes al of Powder River County, the southern third of Rosebud County (3408
persons) including the Northern Cheyenne Reservation, the eastern hdf of Big Horn County (4046
persons) including the Northern Cheyenne Reservation portion and eastern Crow Reservation. This
digtrict includes Ashland, Birney, Lame Deer, Muddy, Busby. The didtrict includes eastern Big Horn
County including portions of the Crow Reservation, Wyola, and a portion of Hardin. The boundary is
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[-90 south to Crow Agency, the eastern Crow Agency boundary, and 6 miles south then follows the
frontage road south about 22 miles and then uses aloca government boundary around the Wyola area.
The Hardin portion of the district adds the area between 1-90 and Crawford but |oses the area west of
the city limits and south of county road 155. Two Leggins Cand serves as the boundary north to the
precinct boundary between precincts 1 and 3.

Proposed digtrict 31 includes the western haf of the Crow Reservation including Lodge Grass, Crow
Agency, Pryor, St. Xavier and the Crow Reservation portion of Y ellowstone County (419 persons). It
aso adds some additiond areain Hardin south of 1-90 and east of Crawford. The boundary to the
north is the precinct boundary between precincts 1 and 3 and then follows Two Leggins Cand into
Hardin.
